WASHINGTON, July 23.— 
(UN)—Americans in Italy escap- 
ed uuseathed in the disastrous 
earthquake which shook that 
country, Consul Getteral Louis G. 
Dreyfus, Jr., at Naples, cabled 
the state department today. 

Four persons in Naples were 
killed by the quakes and several 
hundred in country villages near- 
by, Dreyfus was advised. He said 
property damage was extensive.

A compilation of official and unof- 
ficial estimates of the dead early this 
morning reached the figure of 3,660. 
There is no doubt that this list will 


be revised, but the probability seem- 


ed at this hour that it would be revised 


upward.

I saw hundreds of bodies, in ruins 
and lying on stretchers awaiting 
burial, cloths over the mutilated faces. 

Police and carabineers told me that 
they had buried hundreds more before 
my arrival. 

There was no way to check the list 
of dead, because all public buildings 
were destroyed. 

The devastation here was terrific. 
it was repeated on a 
smaller scale. Reports of the deaths 
were coming in from all towns— 
Montecalvo, 300; Melfi, 100; San 
Sossio-Barinia, 50; Anzano-Irpino, 40, 
and so on.

U. S. Penal Population 
Shows 1,990 Increase 


WASHINGTON, July 23.—()— 
An increase of 1, in the number 
of inmates in federal penitentiaries 
was shown on July 1, 1930, as com- 
pared with July 1, 1929. 

The justice department said on 
July 1 there were 12,226 prisoners 
in the five federal penitentiaries and 
the annex to the Leavenworth peni- 
tentiary. A year previous there were 
10.236. 

On July 1, 1929, there were 3,733 
risoners in Leayenworth. <A -year 
ater there were 3,506 in the prison 
proper and 1,647-in the annex. At 
Atlanta the number. increase for the 
year from 3.773 to 4,067. . McNeil 
Island had 1,052 compared to 951; 
the Chilocothee reformatory 1,484 as 
compared to 1,202; the Alderson, W. 
Va. Woman’s prison 470 against 424. 
The Alderson Road camp showed a 
decrease from 147 a year ago to 26. 

In addition to inmates of federal 
prisons there are 311 prisoners at 
the Camp Bragg, North Carolina, 
prison camp; 44 at Camp Dix at 
Camp Lee: 188 at Camp Eade; 134 
at Camp Riley; 155 at the federal 
detention prison in New York and 
466 at the National Training School 
for Boys in Washington.

3 Famous Flyer Succumbs 


Unexpectedly Following 
_ Operation. 


BUFFALO, N. Y., July 23.—@)— 
Glenn Hammond Curtiss, pioneer 
aviation and guiding genius of the 
aeronautical world, is dead. 

The flier who risked death again 
and again in the days when flying 
was considered foolhardiness, died sud- 
denly today in the general hospital 
here. He had been operated on for 
appendicitis July 11, and had been 
reported out of danger and well on 
the way to recovery. 

Mrs, Curtiss, who kept an almost 
constant watch beside ber husband's 
bedside in the early days of his illness, 
was summoned from her hotel but 
could not reach the hospital in time 
to be with him at the end. 

Pulmonary embolus—a blood clot 
on one of the main arteries, close to 
the heart—was given as the cause of 
death by hospital authorities. Dr. 
Thew Wright. his personal physician, 


was called by Mr. Curtiss’ private 
nurse, when the aviator became sud- 
denly unconscious. 

News of the death of the man to 
whom aviation owed much of its 
achievement in the past quarter cen- 
tury came with a shocking sudden- 
ness. Tributes from fliers and aero- 
nautical leaders in all parts of the 
country were received by the widow. 
Mr. Curtiss was said to have been

Lulu Curtiss, of Hammondsport, and 
a half brother, Carl G. Adams, of 
Miami.

Walter B. Cary, chairman of the 
recall committee, announced that his 
organization is going out of existence 
with its purpose of “rebuking an un- 
faithful administration” accomplished. 

Mayor Bowles, who rose from politi- 
cal obscurity to head of the fourth 
city in the United States within five 
years, was elected last 
a reform candidate, with the support 
of the Anti-Saloon League and other 
Similar organizations. 


He appointed Harold H. Emmons, 
prominent attorney and business man, 
Gillespie commissioner of 
works, 
said to have turned many of Mayor 
Bowles’ supporters against him. 


The mayor returned from attending 
the Kentucky Derby last May to find 
that his police commissioner had au- 
therized a sweeping series of raids on 
race handbook agéncies against which 
a newspaper crusade had been waged 
for weeks, 


He discharged Emmons. 


That precipitated the recall move- 
ment with charges that he had 
“tolerated lawlessness” and “fired 


ing the list of accusations, Then and 
later in the brief and bitter campaign 
which followed refusal of the courts 
to interfere with the recall election, 
Emmons charged that the mayor had 
interfered with his administration of 
the police department and that Gilles- 
pie had attempted to dictate the 
policies of the department toward vice.

wandered over the country, seeking 
the next town, perhaps to find it in 
ruins, dropping down under hedges 
and in barns, searching for lost chil- 
dren. 

At the time T reached the village 
of Villanova-Albanese, near here, the 
death list there had been placed at 
100. So crippled was communication 
in the zone that it was feared possible 
other estimates might not prove as 
optimistic as had this one. However, 
this area is near the epicenter of the 
quake, and seemed to be the greatest 
sufferer. 

At Benevento, before I came here— 
at the end of little used mountain 
trails—I saw a scene of complete des- 
olation. 

Benevento is upon a mountain peak, 
and for miles around I saw nothing 
but ruin. 

Relief work is being organized with 
great difficulty in all the earthquake 
area, There is enough to do at the 
spot, without anyone going out of his 
own territory to offer aid, 

The five provinces most badly af- 
fected are Napoli Benevento, Avelli- 
no, Foggia and Potenza—an area of 
8,442 square, miles, with a popula- 
tion of 3,843,778. 

It would be difficult to picture 
greater ruin than I saw at Villanova- 
Albanese. Soldiers extracted the dead 
from the ruins, and were burying 
them as fast as possible, There were 
no funerals. The bodies were horribly 
mutilated. Babies were crushed and 
bled white in the ruins of their 
cradles. 


When I arrived many hundreds had 
been extricated from their homes and 
had been buried.. Hundreds more were 
awaiting burial, lying on stretchers 
covered with cloths. 


Reinforcements were awaitcd to help 
in relief work, almost impossible now 
with the tragedy still vivid. 

Villanova Del Battista, a suburb of 
Villanova-Albanese, exists no more. 
Survivors are dazed. Many do not 
know their names. 

The correspondent found the Sept- 
uagenarian Giovanni Albanesi mourn- 
ing the loss of his family of six grown 
children. He is homeless. He has 
one son living in the United States. 

The correspondent was unable to 

ascertain from the confused, grieving 
old man the name of the town or the 
son, except that it was somewhere in 
New York state. 
An officer of the Carabineers told 
the correspondent that Podesta (may- 
or) Giovanna Venuti, and Vice Po- 
desta Antonio Ciccone were among 
those buried. 

Benevento is situated upon the top 
of a peak dominating the contry for 
miles in every direction.

Soldiers were trying to disinter vic- 
tims. I saw a man named Alfredo 
Persico weeping as he watched the 
soldiers at their task. I asked him 
what was the matter. 


“My whole family was buried in 
the debris,” he replied, “including my 
father, wife and two daughters. Il 
am alive only because I was visiting 
in Benevento during the earthquake.” 


Another family at Ariano had been 
planning to greet a relative, Guiseppe 
Parvanese, due from New York next 
Tuesday—but the entire family was 
killed. 

The postoffice at Benevento was 
a total wreck. Another was set up 
temporarily in the public square. The 
telegraph office is a table on which 
instruments have been fixed. The 
operators sent message in the pres- 
ence of a crowd, while telegrams were 
accepted by a clerk. The operators 
were overloaded with messages. 


Various estimates were made of the 
dead at Aria and Montecalvo, but 
the most accurate figure seemed to 
be 300 at each place. This may be 
taken as a conservative figure. It in-

Benevento is the center from which 
supplies are being sent out to the 
other stricken villages. The authori- 
ties requisitioned all thé automobiles 
and busses in town for relief work.

Co-operativeM ovementLooking toBuilding 
Up of Soil of State, Suggested by Haden 


A suggested movement for building 
up the soil of the state was out- 
lined by Charles J. Haden, of At- 
lanta, at the meetitng of the Georgia 
Press Association at Barnesville 
Tuesday. 

In discussing the movement, Mr. 
Haden said: 


“This movement contemplates by a 
co-operation of communities the plant- 
ing during the fall and winter of 
legumes, such as vetch, peas, crimson 
clover, on desirable land which has 
been lately idle and bringing it up 
to a high state of fertility, and on 
such lands as are not adapted to 
restoration, to plant in forestry. 

“When this movement is put into 
effect, which it is believed will begin 
about August, the press is earnestly 
requested to give its full support. If 
the State College of Agriculture, 
through its executive officers and its 
avle field force, the department of. 
agriculture and its powerful organi- 
zation, supported by the agricultural 
and industrial departments of several 
railroads, chambers of commerce, the 
forestry association, Rotary and Ki- 
wanis clubs, and other welfare or- 
ganizations unite, great results could 
be accomplished by teamwork, begin- 


ning in the autumn of the present 
year and continuing through a series 
of years.” 

In pointing out the great need for 
such work, Mr. Haden said in sub- 
stance: 

“The fact that foreign production 
of cotton has increased in ten years 
more than 3,000,000 bales, and that 
cotton is now. produced in more than 
50 countries, which fact is the chief 
element in producing low-priced cot- 
ton, puts Georgia on its metal to 
hold its place in the sun. We have 
allowed the grade of our cotton to 
be so lowered that only about. half 
the crop of Georgia has such staple 
as it is possible to sell to Georgia 
mills. This threatened condition. 
coupled with the alarming report of 
the 3 yr census, should arouse our 
people to intensive and organized ef- 
forts for the bye pe ona con- 
ditions. The 63,000 abandoned “farms 
and the ever-increasing number of 
farm mortgage foreclosures are dan- 
ger symptoms not to be treated with 
indifference.” 

Mr. Haden further said that plans 
are being formulated among a num- 
ber of business leaders which will in 
a few days be submitted to the public 
in detail.

“The discount rate at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of New York, as re- 
duced on June 20 from 3. to 21-2 per 
cent, is now the lowest that has ever 
been established at any federal re- 
serve bank,” the board said: “Re- 
serve bank credit outstanding decreas- 
ed in June by about $22,000,000 and 
at $977,000,000 for the week ending 
June 28 was $344,000,000 lower than 
a year ago, with discounts for mem- 
ber banks at $257,000,000, nearly 
$750,000,000 lower than a year ago. 
Member bank credit outstanding 
which has been increased since Feb# 
ruary, increased further in June to a 
Jevel higher than at any other time 
except at the end of 1929 and during 
the October-November break in the 
security market.

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© Peculiar Political Problem 


4 | Democrats and Progres- 


sive Republicans Trying 
To Decide Whether To 
Seize It as an Issue.

*" WASHINGTON, July 23.—-The im-

farm board's, they can receive po- 


Jitical advantage from the low price 
of wheat, provided the price remains 
low until November The more 
cautious among the democratic lead- 
ers feel obliged to bear in mind the 
possibility that by election day the 
psychology attending the wheat sit- 
uation may be one of rising prices. 

Since the wheat situation ame 
@cute last week, three formal state- 
ments have come from democratic 
senators. The two more careful of 
them, George of Georgia, and Thomas 
of «-klahoma, confined themselves to 

——— out, in effect, that the repub- 

lean administration’s handling of the 
wheat problem has not resulted in 
higher prices. The third senator, Car- 
away of Arkansas, made an allusion 
to an alternative program. The al- 
lusion was cryptic. Senator Caraway 
merely said “the debenture plan will 
cost less than the present experiment.” 

Two Remedies. 

The debenture plan is one of two 
remedies the democrats could propose 
if they should decide to have a pro- 
gram. The plan is familiar because 
of more than a year of debate about 
it in congress. It would give to somé 
farm products exported for sale in 
Kurope a bounty equal to one-half the 
tariff rate on such crops and to other 
crops a fixed bounty, 

From the point of view of the wheat 
farmer, the fact about the debenture 
plan is that it could not be enacted 
into law in time to have effect upon 
the present crop or the next year’s 
crop or the crop of the year after 
that. It would not be passed by cuon- 
gress. In the present congress it was 
up twice and while the senate passed 
jt by very narrow majorities, the house 
both times rejected it by considerable 
majorities. The same thing would 
happen in any foreseeable future con- 
sress because the bulk of the mem- 

ers ot the house, whether democratic 
or republican, come from food consum- 
ing communities and will not under 
present conditions take a step to sub- 
sidize food sold abroad. 

The other alternative available for 
the democrats to offer the farmer is 
the “equalization fee.” This plan con- 
templates selling farm products in EKu- 
rope at a loss and making up the loss 
by selling the same products: to Amer- 
jcan consumers at a high price. It is 
true the equalization fee once passed 
both houses of congress and was pre- 
vented from enactment only by the 
veto of President Coolidge. Neither 
the present congress, however, nor 
any early future congress, would 
again pass the equalization fee. At 
the time congress first passed it there 
was prosperity in the east. 

Exception. 

Agriculture was an exception to 
prevailing prosperity and  congress- 
men representing the east were not 
unwilling at that time to try to give 
an artificial lift to agriculture. At the 
present time, however, the east is in 
a very different mood. It would not 
take a step which would make food 
raised in America expensive to Amer- 
ican consumers and cheaper to for- 
eign consumers, Both the equalization 
fee and the debenture plan can 
dismissed as impossible to be enacted 
at any foreseeable future time. 

The other proposal coming from 
some republicans as well as demo- 
crati¢e political sources is the purchase 
of a large quantity of existing sur- 
plus otf wheat by the government. 
That can be dismissed completely and 
finally. It will not be done, 

The fourth recommendation comes 
from not political sources but from 
business and economic ones. It is the 
farm board’s proposal that the wheat 
farmers shall perfect co-operative as- 
sociations for managing the crop and 
that the acreage devoted to wheat 
shall be reduced until such time as 
the accumulated surplus is consumed. 
Although information from some parts 
of the west says that this program is 
unpalatable, there is later informa- 
titon which says that the wheat farm- 
ers in all but one localized section of 


the west are willing to accept this | 


program. 
There is yet one other possibility. 
It consists of the course of
